SUPERVISORS APPROVE PLAN 
FOR ALAMEDA STATE TRAIL 


The Trails Committee of Alameda County 
has been very busy the past two months 
working on plans for that portion of the 
State Master Riding and Hiking Trail which 
will pass through our county. 


Two meetings have been held, the first 
at Livermore where Archie Brown led the 
objection to the proposed location of the 
trail which would have crossed Alameda 
County to Livermore. 


Mr. Brown, C. J. Clark, W. D. Noija, and 
Fred Anderson spent a day canvassing the 
area to find a better route for the trail. Mr. 
Clark went to the County Board of Super- 
visors to check on the possibility of using 
the facilities of the Pleasanton Fairgrounds 
for an overnight camping place for riders. 

Following this groundwork, the commit- 
tee met at Hayward on January 30, at the 
Chamber of Commerce building. 


At the Hayward meeting, it was proposed 
that the trail start at the Contra Costa 
County line near Tassajara road, continue 
south to Highway #50, on past the Ala- 
meda County Fairgrounds at Pleasanton, 
and south to Santa Clara County line. A 
motion to that effect was made by Mr. 
Anderson, seconded by Mr. Nola, and passed 
unanimously. 


Mr. Anderson then appeared before the 
Alameda County Board of Supervisors who 
approved the plan, and adopted a resolu- 
tion calling on the State Division of Parks 
and Beaches to begin the Alameda County 
a of the statewide network of such 
trails.
